now the Emperor had rejeéted the Treaty E

_ toreduce them; and how by ftrange, and 
to us infcrutable Councils, the Politicks of 
_ thofe Parts permitted Princes to put all 
_ their Fortunes at the Mercy of every Con- 
 tingency, and yet carry it withthe fame 
- Havghtinels, as if they were in Circumftan- 
ces of Vi@ory and Conqueft. 

I fhall leave thisto be illuftrated by the 
_ Confequence of another Affair, and that is 
_ the prefent Pofture of the King of Sweden.

Order to make Peace with them on their 
own Terms, or that he fhould vifit him ia 
his cuphioeeg sO the Emperer would re. 
fule ita § Wonder, what Anfwer they 
would give to it? fi 
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It is moft certain, the Power of the Swede 
is at this time formidable to the Empire, and 
as he is ly free and unembarrafs'd, 
and the Empire wholly befieg’d with Wars 
and Enemies, as well as miferably divided in 
Interefts and Faétions— If then 
fuch a new Force fhould fall on the Empe- 
for; I believe, no Man will queftion my hae 
ving Reafon enough to fay, he is not ina 

ition to look him in the Face. 

This farther adds to the Wonder of the 
Emperors Meafures, which at this Diftance 
are not to be penetrated —— That lying 
fo expos’d, he thould yet rejeét fuch Terms 
of Accommodation, as even the Mediators 
thought reafonable ; what che Confequence 
of thefe things may be to him and his Af- 
fairs, I will not pretend to determine ; but 
I dare fay, he will be the lefs pitied by all 
Mankind, if any thing fatalto him fhould 
happen from the Conjun@ion of thefe Af- 

irs.

determine ; I grant, while he purfued the — 


King of Poland, who would have been a 
ufeful Ally and Confederate, and always 
heartily efpeufed the general Intereft; I 
fay, while this was in Agitation, I could not 
bot look on the Swede as eventually,whether 
defignedly or not, an Affiftantto France. 

But fince the King of Poland has liften’d 
to the Neceffity of his Affairs, and like a 
wife Prince thrown up a defperate Game, 
and is now at Liberty to come into the Con- 
federacy, and a& with his'whole Force 3 I 
cannot but leave the future Proceedings of 
the Swede without Cenfure, till the Confe- 
quence hall farther difcover the Bottom of 
his Defigns. 

Indeed I cannot buta litcle wonder at a 
Prophetick Attempt, which I have met with 
in Verfe, that feems to point direly at this 
very Prince, and this very time, tho’ wrote 
above 30 Year ago; and tho’ I am one of 
the remoteft Men in England, that takes 
Notice of fuch things, and havea very mean 
Opinion of modern Prophecy 3 yet I cannot 
but give you the Paffage in our next.

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Thefe are fome Generals, \ fhall defcend to 
them gradually, and hope in the Particu- 
lars to convince any thinking Perfon, who 
has a Value for England's Profperity ; that. 
no Bill, to ere&t Work-houfes of Woollen 
Mannfa€tures for the Poor in every Parith, 
can pafs without giving a mortal Wound to 
our Manufadiures in England, and over- 
throwing all our Inland Trade. 

It is moft certain, that the Land in Eng- 
land, {ubdivided Family by Family, and 
every Family to enjoy no more, than would 
decently fupport the :, would maintain all 
the Inhabitants in England, if they were 
fome Millions more than they are. 

But as this levelling Projeét can never be 
put in Praétice, the World being quite off 
of that original Way of fiving; fo neither 
is it beft for any Nation to dofo ; the 
Opulence, Grandeur and Power of Nations 
can never be thus rais'd, neither is the Con- 
fequence fuited either to the Encouragement 
of Arts, Learning, and all Sorts of aétive 
Vertue There feems to be feveral 
lawful Ends of Life in the World, befides 
meer Living,Food and Raiment, and things 
convenient are indeed the main Affairs ; 
but as Families rife, encreafe here, are ex- 
tin@ there, and circumftanc’d fome for Im- 
provement, and fome for Decay; the B- 
quality of Divition cannot poffibly laft. 

There will berich aud poor; the Dili- 
gent will improve, and the Slothful willde- 
cay ; the Sluggard will be clothed in Rags, 
and the Good-Wife will be array’d in Pur- 
ple ; the Wafter will flarve, and the Good- 
Husband will be rich. 

This is what we call Induftry 3 and this 
Indoftry, asin private Affairs, fo in publick, 
is ftill blefs’d ; this makes Nations populous, 
Kingdoms powerful, great Towns rife, a- 
thers decay ; brings Crowds to this Place, 
and leaves that bare of Inhabitants, as Op- 
portunities prefent themfelves to encourage 
and imploy the Hands of thofe that feek it. 

This is the Foundation of Commerce 3 for 
People living, in Bodies make an Encreafe of 
Trade, by occafioning Provifions, Necefla- 
ries, Goods, and all Sorts of Materials for 
that Way of Life to: becarried from place 
to ylace for that Subfiftence.
